Toronto, June 10.— The continued 
aise in the markets for staple goods lias 
utiiuulateil tlie demand at Montreal for 
fall delivery. Many retail merchants 
are seeing the necessity for providing 
themselves against any further advance 
in prices; and as stocks in jobbers' hands 
show largo reductions tUo past mouth, 
and it is known that the repeat orders 
are costing more money, there is more 
disposition throughout the country to 
buy liberally at present prices. Tho 
tine outlook for the crops is helping 
trade iu all lines, mid the general 
opinion iu trade circles is that the turn- 
over the coming fall will be much 
larger than ever before. Iu sonic de- 
partments of wholesale trade the sales 
so far this season are equal to the whole 
volume of 'business in .full goods two 
years ago, and in ii few' items equal to 
the total of lust year. Payments are 
not as prompt us might be desired, and 
it is feared that losses through stock 
speculation may have been a factor in 
this connection. Cotton and cotton 
goods continue to advance, and the mills, 
it is declared, could not replace the 
goods at the present prices of the- raw 
material. There has been a steady, in- 
creased demand for goods for fall deliv- 
ery in Toronto this week. The excel- 
lent outlook for the- fall trade, combined 
With the steady advances in staple, 
manufactures, continues to stimulate the 
demand hi nearly nil departments of 
trade. Tho crops in this province aro 
all that could be desired, and the reports 
from Manitoba and the Territories are 
very promising. The movement in toa- 
sonuble goods is quite brisk in SCOIIO 
lines. Values of woollen and cotton 
goods, both foreign and domestic, uro I 
.strongly held at recent advances. 
Country payments arc a trifle slow. 

'Wholesale trado at Quebec during tho 
past week is reported satisfactory, and 
merchandise is moving freely. The rain 
greatly improved the crop conditions, 
and reports from the country districts 
are favorable. A dullness is noticeable 
iu shopping circles, but it is thought tho 
situation will improve us the 3eason 
advances. 

At Victoria, Vancouver and other 
Coast trade centres there is a good 
demand for full staple goods, and trado 
generally appears to be in a healthy 
condition. The outlook for business is 
promising. Payments have been fair. 
Provincial industries are active, and con- 
tinue to employ many hands at good 
vanaas

New York, June 10. — Brndstreets' 
weekly review uC trade will say to-mor- 
row: Evidence multiplies that the 
second week of June saw the turning 
point for the better in crops, trade and 
labor matters. [Che Hooded districts of 
the West are gradually winning out, re- 
habilitation and repair are inukin.; good 
progress, some new business is develop- 
ing, and the feeling is much more opti- 
mistic than earlier in the imouth. New 
strikes are fewer than for a long tiuio 
past, and the number of idlers has heeti 
further reduced. Pig iron ami steel aro 
weaker; buying is still slow, and pro- 
duction is at an enormous rate. An 
important but expected , decline has 
materialized in lead. Cotton, owing to 
manipulative handling, has advanced, 
furtier complicating the situation of 
manufactured goods.

OFF TO OIL FIELDS. 

Standard Oil Company Sends Men to 
Alaska to Acquire Lands. 

The extent and richness of the Alaska 
oil fields is beginning to bo understood 
and appreciated in the Fast, and some 
of the larger concerns are acquiring in- 
terests there. .

Abel Douglass, who has been master of 
whalers and scaling vessels for the past 
i'.i years in the Bearing Sea and Pacihc 
ncc.'ui. and II. II. Colliding left a few 
davs ago on the steamer City of Iopeka 
for the purpose of taking charge of the 
vessel, the former as master and the 
latter as engineer. 

Thev will, navigate the vessel to 
Knvnk, where it will be used as a pas- 
senger boat between Little Kayak, 
where the ocean steamers land, and tie 
mainland, where the oil lauds and wells 
are located.

HE following description of the 
heliograph. -.and the method of 
working it will prove interest- 
ing at this time, owing to the 
continued attempts to Hash signals 
from Victoria to Vancouver. The writer, 
Mr. cieymour Hastings O'Dell, of tho 
finance department, was a member of 
the signal corps attached to the First 
Canadian Contingent that went out to 
South Africa. 

The heliograph, with which it is pro- 
posed to communicate between Victoria 
and Vancouver, is an instrument for 
directing the reflected rays of the sun 
alternately on and off a distant station 
by means of a movable mirror. The 
distance, as the crow Hies, between Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, is stated to be 75 
miles, and if the weather is clear and 
HUimv there should he little dilliculty in 
signaling to Vancouver.

The mirror is r 'muted with 
trunnions on an U frame fixed to a plate , 
which moves horizontally on another 
plate fixed to a tripod stand.

A vertical screw rod attached 
to tho hack of the mirror draws the 
upper part slowly down, or again pushes 
it up, thereby altering the inclination of 
the mirror to suit that of the sun's rays.
